HEADQUARTERS FIRST MILIrTAary DistricT
Ricumoxnn, Va., Sept. 24, 1880, —Hon, Beeretary
of War, Washington—=8 ir:—The quostion of the
eleetion of Benators in the Congress of the
United States by the Legislature, which will
assemble In this city on the Sth proximo, 18 one
of preal present interest In the Btate, and
mnny applications have been made for a decision
on that point.

The subject appears to be so free from dif-
ficulty, that 1 have not hesitated o cxpress the
opinion, unoflicially, that the election of Sena-
tors was authorized and necessary to complote
the reconstruction, and waa preseribed by the
taw of July 25, 1565 but that it was not proper
for me to make o declsion upon o question that
addressed itself 5o direetly 1o the discretion of
the Legislature after It wis organized,

There are many, however, who are of the opl-
nion that this action 18 in some way restricted
by the opinion of the Attorney-General of
August 28, 1869, and I have the honor to reguest
thut the question whether the Leglslatare of this
Siute {8 authorized o elect Scnators of the
United States ot the sceslon which commences
on the 5th of next manth, may be submitted o
the Attorney-General for his oplulon,

-]u]fI 19, 1868, In order to qualify them to nect as
such members; that it was competent under the
law for the Leglslature to meet, o
4o whatever was required or allowed by the acts

of Congress, ns pfu‘lmlnu.ry 1o the reconstrue=-

tion of the State, hint that it wis pot competent

for them Lo enact laws or othorwise Lo assume

any of the functions of the Government of the

State, If organized, without taking the osth
above reforred Lo, or if any of its members could
not or did not take that oath.

Upon & careful consideration, I am now of
opinlon that the eleckion of Benatora, ke votlog
on the fourteenth nud Afteenth amendments Lo
the Constitution, I8 a part of the netlon contem-
plated by Congress as a preHuiinary to its full
relation to the Government of the United States
a8 one of the Biates of the Unlon, The Benators

anlze, and

thus eleeted would have no power or authorlty
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paseed npon the valldity of thelr action and ad-
itied them as mombers of that body.

Under the net of April 10, 18568, the slection of
mombers of the House of Representatives was
prrmitted, pud has ken place, and when Con-
grovd comes Lo act upon the whole question of
the reconstroction of the State, It would seem
equally proper that the members elected to both
branches of the Natlonal Leglslature shonld
present themselves and be ready for admission
1o seals in their respective houses.,

The election of Senntors dovs not seam (o mae
to transcend the action which comes within
limited and qualificd purposes requisite to re-
construction, but rather to be essentinl to the
completeness of that actlon, and I think the
wilitary commauders should not interfere with

or prevent it.

Critigque om Recent Historinns.

Profeskor Nonh Porter, the ablo editor of
the last edition of *“*Webuter's Dictionary,”
thus eriticizes the leading historiang of the
dny in the recent issne of Hours al Home:—
The fact deserves notice that, of late, pro-
fessed historians have indulged somewhab
freely in romancing, especially when they
attempt to give elaborate and elegant protrai-
tures of their leading personnges, in which
the most lavish use is made of effective epi-
thets and of pointed antitheses, Macanlay,
among the recent historians, hns set the
fushion very decidedly in this direction. In
Ing efforts to make history minute, vivid,
und effective, ho has often deseribod like an
impassioned advoeate and painted like a re-
tained attorney, with the most unsparing ex-
penditure of contrusts and epithets. Carlyle
gives sketches alternately in chalk and char-
coal, that exhibit his saints and detons now
in ghastliest white and then in the most ap-
pulling blackness; and yet in these bold and
grotesque ountlines there are many lines of
which Michael Angelo would not have been
nshamed.  Fronde, by research, slogquenca,
and andaeity combined, attempls to reverse
the settled historie judgments of all mankind
in respect to the characters that had been
“damned to everlasting fame.” Baneroft and
Motley abound in exmmples of this tendency
to paint historical characters go much to the
life, that the impression is made that the
result is only o puinting to which there never
wis o reality. The ghost of the miserable
Philip I would suffer more than the purga
torial tortures which he dresded and deserved
solong, were hie made to writhe under the un-
sparing pertinacity of Motley's inveetive,
from which there is no release, and to which
there is no termination; whila the spirit of
Willinm the Silent wonld more reserved
and reficent than ever were he forcad to listen
to the perhaps not undeserved but the cer-
tainly unqualified landations of his admiring
narrator. The elaborate portraits of Bancroft,
if they do nothing more, do most effectively
set forth the historian’s own conceptions of
what sets off a man well in description, so
intense is the coloring and so abundant are
the adornments which he employs.
